KING EDWARD CROWNED

Deferred Coronation Success-
fully Carried Out.

Report of Trade Conditions—End of
Tracy — Long Cance Trip — T14th
Week of Coal Strike—Death of Sen
ator McMillian — Large German
Steamer—Bullding Activity.

King Edward VI of England and
WQueen Alexandra were crowned on
Saturday. In all respects Lthe cere
mony was Impressive and It was car
ried out with a perfection of detall und

ek of accldent that  has  rurely
charncterized similar dispiays.
The stately Westminster abbey,

which during the LW years of |tz
exlutence hns witnessed the growth of
England from one of the smallest
kingdoma Lo the greatest emplre of the
world, was crowded with 7000 people,
lonciuding members of the nohility,
clorgy and gentry, foreign princes,
wiybinssadors, coloninl  raters, lndian
potentatles and leadors from the four
auariers of tae globe,

Toe greatest interest was feit in
the appesrance of the King after his
pevere lllness. The king looked pale
nnd rather fine druwn and was by po
means as brown and robust as pro
vieus reports had represented,

Wihile punetillcusly  bLowing from
glde to slde during the ride to and
from the abhey, he did s0 with a
gravity very unusual to him, He sat
far back In the enrviage and moved
his body very litile

The queen beslde him was radiant,
She never looked better. The cheers
which greeted the royal palr were
lowd and undoubtedly gesuine  nnd
vory different from the perfunctory ap
pange which usually griests the ap
penraned of members of the royal fam
1y,

After the king had taken the oath
as administered by the archbishop of
Canterbury and had sigoned the same,
the venerable archbishop took the
golded erown from the altar, the King
being seated ln 8t Edward's chalr,
and after prayer placed It upon King
Bdward's head. At the same Instant a
flood of Heht was thrown upon the
eontial wcone, amid the acelamations
of the sudience, and the clanging of
the foy balls, the nolse of guns and
the shouting of the people outslde pen-
etrated the nhhey.

Immadiatoty aftor the crown was
put on the king's hend the porrs who
were present put o thelr coronets,
The act.of hemnge wis then performed
by the archbighop and the Duke of
York and the Duke of Norfolk, the
former for the clorgy and the two lat-
tor for the nobility.

The gqueen was crowned in a similar
manner by the archblshop of York,

At the moment the queen was
erowned the peeresses put an thoelr
coronets,  The queen was then led to
n throne besldo that of the king after
which the communion was adminis-
tered, Doth Wing and queon making
eostly alferings.

DPuring the long walt Edwin A
Abhey, the American artiet, who was
eommisgloped by the King to paint the
coronation scene in the abhey, took
eareful note of the surronndings.

The coronation festivities In Lon-
don were contintwed Suaday. There
woere econsidorable erowds almaost all
day long In the vieinity of Bucking-
ham palace and along the route of Sat-
urday's procession. viewing the docor-
atlons and watehing the fow of notahle
porsosnges to and from the various
thankegiving services

Kitg Edward and Queen Alexandra
and the royal goests at Buckingham
palace attended divine sorvice In the
chapel royal of 8t James palace Sun-
day morning. At the close of the ser-
viee the natlonal anthem wns sUNRE.
Thelr malesties were lowdly choored by
the erowds 01t the strects as they drove
bark to Buekingham palpee.

A gonem! review of the whole
wtrike reglon shows that unpless the
operators ean bronk the ranks of the
strikiers by starting up a colllory here
and there the men will be Inclined e
remaln out for some time yet, The
amount of rellef to be distributed will
nol satiufy all, but the miners seem
to be willing to make some sacrifices
In that direction In the hope that
eventually they will win.

Oliver Wendell Holmes Ap-
pointed to Supreme Court.

Was Appointed by President Arthur
In 1881—Berved Longer Than Any |
of His Colleagues Except Justice!
Harlan—New Appointee I8 Promot.
ed From Massachusetts Bench,

Oyster Bay, Aug, 12—Presfdent
Roosovelt has announesd ihat he has
uppolnted Hon, Oliver Wendell Holmes,
chilef Justies of the supreme court of
Massnchusetts, to be an nssoclate jus
tice of the United States supremo
court, vice Mr. Justice Gray, resigned.

The resignatlon of Justice Gray was
#ite to 1 beath. S veral months ago |
he suffored n gtroke of npoplexy, which
some  time later was followed Dby
anocther. He has nol appeared on the
bench since he was steicken the first
time. His advanced age, 74 yoars,
told agalpst his recovery with serious
larce,

Ronlizing thai he probably mnever
would be able to assame the place
which he had eo long filled with dis-
tinguizshied ability and honor, ho de
clded n short timoe ago i tender his
redignation to the president.

With the exeeption of Mr. Justics
Harlnn, he served on the beneh of the
Unlted States supreme court longer
than any of his present colleaguos.
He was appointed an assoelnte  Jns
tiee by President Arthur on Decetiher
19, 1855, his sorviee extending, there
fore, through a period of nearly 21
yours,

Judie Holmes, whom the president
has solvcted as My, Justice Grdy's
duecoosor, s one of the most distin-
gululied lawyars and jurisis of Mnossp-
chusetts. His cireer on tho bench,
partienlarly as chief justioe of the
Massachusatts supreme court., has at-
tracted wide attentlon. Like Justice
Gray he s n natlve of Massachusotts,
He la the won and anmesake of the
late Dr. Holmes, poel and essayist,
